THE BoinuiiDMEXT OF BRISTOL.—la uotic- 


ng the anniversary of the bombardment of 
Bristol by the British one hundred yearn 
ago it was stated tnat fragments of the bomb 
shells and cannon balls used on that occasion 
vrere still extant. Since that time I havo 
had the pleasure of examining one of tho 
identical shells, which has been carefully 
preserved up to the present time. The shell 
or 
crust, is 
of iron, 
sharpened like 


n t'annon ball and measures thirty-two 
inches in circumference, with a cavity 
nine inches in diameter, weighs upwards 
of fifty pounds. 
The missile was tin-own 


from n b~omb brig called tho Eskew, which 
during the bombarding was anchored op- 
posite ihe wharf of the mignr refinery. 
These shells wore filled with combustible 
material igniting whatever came in contact. 
The British intended to lodge these shells 
on tho roofs of the houses, and thereby, fire 
the town, but owing to the elevation of thb 
mortars the shells passed over the buildings 
landing 011 elevated ground. The shell in 
question, from some unknown cause fell 
short of the mark, lauding iu tho garden of 
Joseph Kussell, tho town clerk on Hope 
street, in rear of the present residence of 
Martin Bennett. It was 'discovered tho 
next morning by Mr. Jonathan lEussell.who 
resides under tho same roof with his father, 
and who preserved it in his possession until 
his death in 1S13, a period of forty years. 
It then passed into tho hands of Nathaniel 
Bullock, Avho administered on Mr. Itussell's 
estate, Mr. Bullock carefully preserved the 
same, for a period of fifty-two yeais until 
his death in ISfiS, when bis son, J. llussell 
Bullock, took it in his charge, where it still 
remains. 


The Bhell is in a good state of reservation, 


having been recently painted and varnished, 
and bears tbe following inscription iu bright 
letters: "Memento of 
bombardment of 


Bristol, night of October 7, 1775." Judge 
Bullock has the shell carefully' preserved in 
a conspicuous place in his private library.
